More than 34,000 persons are expected to visit the 
Vietnam Veterans Moving Wall Memorial when itcomes 
to Camp Grayling this summer. 

MAJ Jerold Foch! said wet cold weather kept people 
from visiting the memorial last summer when it was at the 
Traverse City Coast Guard Station. He said having the 
Moving Wall Memorial come in August, the height of 
Grayling’s tourist season, should insure a better turnout.

The memorial will be at the Camp Grayling Parade

As names are added to the me- 
morial in Washington, they are added to the Moving 
Wall. Like the Washington memorial, the Moving Wall 
Memorial was built entirely from public contributions.

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Property Assessments Expected to Increase 5.3 % 


A 5.3 percent increase in proposcd state equalized property 
values will be the biggest increase in Crawford County equal- 
ized values since 1985 when it raised 8.4 percent. 

County equalization director Bill Borchers will be submit- 
ting his proposed county equalized values to the Crawford 
County Board of Commissioners at their April 26th meeting. 
According to this report, county equalized valuc of property 
(50 percent of true value) reached $207,756,758 for 1990. This 
is a $10,483,590 increase over 1989 values or a 5.3 percent 
increase compared to the 1.6 increase in 1989. 

If county commissioners approve the proposed county 
equalized values for 1990, it will result in an additional 
$68,143 in revenues for their 1991 budget. 

Borchers said residential class increased an average of 3.5 
percent and the county did not write-off any major losses this 
year, Last ycar the county lost nearly $2.8 million in assessed 
value on the Shell Plant in Frederic Township. 

Once the county commissioners approve the equalized val- 
ues, these become the state equalized values (S.E.V.). Borch- 
ers said the state has already approved his proposed report. 

Maple Forest Township, with a total county equalized value 
of $6,043,627, was the only township to have a decrease. 
Borchers said the 2.5 percent decrease occurred because the 
Twin Peaks property reverted back to the state of Michigan, 
which is specifically exempt from paying taxes on tax reverted 
property. 

Frederic Township, with a total county equalized value of 


$24,493,400, had the smallest increase, .06 percent. Because » 


the Twin Peaks property was divided between Frederic and 
Maple Forest townships, Frederic’s equalized values was also 


affected when it reverted to the state for unpaid taxes. Borchers 
said Frederic took its last loss on the closing of its Shell Oil 
Plant this ycar, which also factored into the township’s small 
increase. 

Grayling Township, with a county equalized value of 
$74,647,700, increased by 5 percent. 

The city of Grayling, with a total county equalized of 
$29,395,300, increased by 6 percent. 

Beaver Creek Township, with a county equalized value of 
$23,664,597, increased 9.4 percent. Borchers said residential 
class increases accounted for most of Beaver Creek’s higher 
rate. 

Lovells Township, with a county equalized value of 
$22,393,669, had the biggest increase, 11.6 percent. Borchers 
attributed the increase to several new oil wells in the township, 
and the remainder to residential class increases and new 
construction. 

South Branch Township, with a total county equalized value 
of $27,118,465, had a 4.2 percent increase. 

Borchers said from 1980 to 1990 the county has experienced 
a 6.1 percent increase in S.E,V.rates. He said annual increases 
of 3 to 5 percent in S.E.V,’s is normal throughout the state. 

Real and personal property values figures used to determine 
the county’s equalized values are determined through market 
sales and other reporting methods such as the real property 
statement filled out by taxpayers. 

Real property, consisting of land and buildings, is 
$181 ,950,905 of the county's total S.E.V. Personal property, 
which consists of utilities such as Top-O-Michigan Rural 
Electric Company and Michigan Consolidated Gas Company,

and business property such as beds, cash registers, shelving, 
tables and chairs, machinery, boilers, and heavy equipment, 
makes up the remaining $25,805,853. 

Borchers said he and his staff checks about 11,000 picces of 
property each year, comparing market sales and assessed 
values. He said this is in addition to field checks made by 
township or city assessors. 


Warm Weather 
Could Produce 
Good Trout Opener 


If the weather continues to warm, as itis forecasted to do, and 
if the county gets a little warm rain, but not enough to raise 
water levels, and if the nights don’t get too cold, area fishermen 
predict a good trout season opener for the AuSable and Manis- 
tee rivers and area trout lakes this weekend. 

Steve Southard, of The Fly Factory, said there have been a 
few black stone fly and blue-winged olive hatches, but said 
cold temperatures have kept most hatches to a minimum. If 
temperatures continue to warm, he said it might start the 
Hendricksons. 

Water temperatures of the AuSable River have generally 

been in the 40’s, Southard said last Thursday the water at 
Stephen Bridge measured in the low 50’s for the first time this 
year. 
“If the nights stay warm and temperatures don’t plunge into 
the teens,” he said, “the river should warm to the mid 50’s and 
60’s by April 28th. The water level is down and the water has 
been clear for a couple weeks now,” Southard continued. “All 
things considered, it should be a decent opener.” 

Bob Smock said the water level of the AuSable is still a lite 
high, but better than past openers, He said there has been some 
Hendrickson, black stone fly and black caddis activity. 

According to Smock dry fly fishing is always best during the 
warmest time of the day, between 10.a.m. and 3 p.m., and bait 
fishermen will see the most action in the early morning and

DNR Moving Into New Field Office 


The Department of Natural Resources (DNR) has moved 
into its new field office located on M-93 (Hartwick Pines 
Road) just west of I-75, 

A DNR spokesperson said crews would be continuing to 
move equipment from the Michigan Avenue garages for sev- 
cral weeks yet, but that the office opened for business on 
Monday, April 23. 

Wood permits and maps are available at the new field office 
and approval of buming permits can be obtained by calling 
348-6371. 

Forest Management, Fire, Fisheries, Wildlife, Law and Rec- 
reation divisions will have offices in the new field office. 


Recreation Division includes a survey section and a construc- 
tion crew. The U.S. Geological Survey will be housed in the 
cast wing. 

In addition to the office complex, the field office is equipped 
with two garage/workshop facilities that includes a total of 24 
stalls, Each garage has an office area for ficld and temporary 
employees. 

The Michigan legislature approved $785,000 for the new 
field office in the spring, 1986. At that time, DNR Regional 
Director John MacGregor estimated work on the project would 
begin in late fall or in the spring, 1988, and take about one year 
to complete. 


On June 15, 1989, the DNR began clearing the land. 
Final cost of the project was $1,163,838 and it took nearly 
four years for the project to come to fruition. 


The Michigan Department of Conservation began operating 
the Grayling Fish Hatchery at the Michigan Avenue facility in 
1921. The Grayling Fish Hatchery production station closed 
in the mid 1960's leaving only a research station. The research 
station moved to Wolf Lake in the early 1970's. During the 
carly 1970's the fish hatchery began doubling as the DNR field 
office when the old DNR field office on Old 27 was torn down.

Security needs 
are stifling 


IT’S A CRAZY, mixed up, even sad world we live in.

As the noon hour approached, huge portions of the 
plaza in front of the capitol building were roped off by 
police. Regular citizens and visitors couldn’t get within 
100 feet or more of the entrance to the House of Repre- 
sentatives. 

Why? The President of the United States was going to 
have lunch in one of the House dining rooms with the 
Speaker of the House, to celebrate St. Patrick’s day. 

That means intricate preparations for the protection of 
the President. 

There must have been more uniformed police officers 
on duty than are employed by the entire force of a 
moderate sized city or county. Several dog detectives 
also were on hand; the canine cops sniffed every automo- 
bile in the arca, parked anywhere near the Capitol plaza, 
searching for who-knows-what. But they sniffed trunks 
and doors and hoods.

Notes from the \ Woods

I recently saw the movie, “The War of the Roses.” In 
the story, Oliver and Barbara Rose are divorcing. But 
they can’t agree on who gets their magnificent home. 
Barbara found, remodeled and furnished it. Oliver’s 
salary paid for it. Now they both wanted it. 

In spite of legal and personal advice to give it up, 
neither Oliver nor Barbara will leave. They wind up 
destroying their relationship with their children, their 
pets, their splendid house and — quite literally — each 
other. 

{t reminds me of our attitude toward our splendid 
common home, the planet earth. We stake out our little 
spots on it, pay for them, furnish them, remodel them. 
Then sometimes we harm them and their other inhabi- 
tants in our misplaced efforts to hang on to them at any 
cost. 

If we behave like the Roses we will indeed destroy our 
home. And if (or when) we destroy the Earth, we will 
have no other home in which to move. 

That’s why I applaud the concept of Earth Day 1990. 
This celebration is a vital reminder that the planet faces 
severe environmental crises today which most of us 
ignore. 

They include — but certainly are not limited to — 
global warming, rainforest devastation, rapidly increas- 
ing populations, rapidly disappearing wildlife habitats, 
depletion of the ozone layer, spread of acid rain, expan- 
sion of deserts, and water and air pollution. 

Take the population problem as an example. It took 
from the beginning of humankind until 1830 to reach a 
world population of one billion. Another billion people 
were added in the next one hundred years. Today, only 
sixty years later, there are 5.3 billion people living on our 
tiny (8,000 mile wide) planet. 

Nearly two million babies will be born this week. 
When they are 40 years old, they could be living with 10 
billion fellow humans, unless something is done to curb 
the world’s growth rate. 

While the world’s population is growing fastest in the 
developing nations (90 percent of the total population 
growth last year was in the poorest countries), they do not 
pose the biggest threat to the Earth. The greatest environ- 
mental damage is caused by the most developed coun- 
tries, because we are such ravenous consumers of natural 
resources, 

Paul Ehrlich, author of “The Population Bomb” and 
“The Population Explosion,” says in arecent Detroit Free 
Press article that “the birth of an American is 100 times 
more destructive to the environment than the birth of a 
baby in Bangladesh.” 

We Americans “‘cat more food, use more water, drive 
more cars, pave more land, use more energy, and throw 


binoculars, who continuously scanned the crowd below 
and the adjoining areas. 

Two fire engines and an emergency medica! vehicle 
were parked on the plaza, on the alert for any emergency, 

How many non-uniformed officers mingled with the 
crowds, only the FBI orCIA probably know for sure... but 
there must have been dozens. Access to the plaza by 
vehicle was limited; sidewalks too were blocked with 
huge cement urns, acting as barricades, to forestal! a 
vehicular attack such as killed so eee Marines a few 
ycars ago in Lebanon. 

These preparations were in place a good two hours 
before the President appeared, in a long black limousine, 
He alighted from the car out of sight, bencath the huge 
cement arch under the steps to the House side of the 
Capitol.

THEY WERE in place all the while he was lunching 
— another hour and a half, 
And all this security because George Bush was going 
from one end of Pennsylvania Ave., by closed car, a few 


~ miles to Capitol Hill to have Junch with a friend. 


It’s a shame, but it’s probably necessary. It’s a sad 
comment on the state of the world today. 

The need for such measures was probably best cx- 
plained by one of the wired-up young security officials, 
who politely but firmly chased a couple of tourists back 
across the police lines they had edged past. 

“We don’t want another John Hinkley,” he said. 

That's a good point 


away more garbage per capita than any other people on 
Earth. And meanwhile, we are continuing to grow at a 
tate of 1 percent per year.” 

“We're heading for an environmental Armageddon,” 
states Werner Fornos, president of the Population Insti- 
tute of Washington, D.C., inthe same article. He says that 
a recent United Nations study showed that 500 million 
women worldwide would like to stop having children but 
lack the knowledge and means. Adds Foros, “the 
technology exists to come to grips with the problem. 
What we’re lacking is the will.” 

For example, last year President Bush vetoed a bill that 
would have increased family planning aid abroad. He 
expressed concem about money going to China, where 
the government has used coercive measures as part of its 
population control program. This year, legislators are 
excluding China from bills that would increase interna- 
tional population aid. 

The time to act is now. Concludes Foros, “The 
shortsightedness of the current generation is dangerously 
narrowing the options of our children and grandchil- 
dren.” 

What trony. We’re bringing all these new babies into 
the world. (In the last !5 minutes, the Earth’s population 
increased by about 2,600.) And yet, what for? By this 
very act, we actually may be destroying their environ- 
ment, their home, their planet. 

An aim of Earth Day 1990, officially celebrated last 
Sunday, is to begin to get us out of the deep trouble we 
have created for ourselves and future generations. It 
marked the beginning of what one hopes will bea historic 
“Decade of the Environment,” a long-term commitment 
to building a safe, just, sustainable planet. 

Earth Day 1990 organizers are working to create a 
groundswell of support for public policies and an econ- 
omy that is environmentally sound. 

So, when we push for progress and development (as 
most of us do), it is imperative that we ask ourselves a 
tough question. Are we proponents of true, sensible, far- 
reaching, environmental progress? Or are we simply 
advocates for short-sighted, selfish, imprudent, economic 
development that will contribute to the destruction of our 
space on the planet? 

This Earth Day celebration is a good time to make some 
personal and public resolutions to improve the Earth. For 
our own good, for the good of our children, for the good 
of our children’s children, we must learn to practice 
moderation and conservation and perhaps sacrifice. 

Let Barbara and Oliver Rose be our examples. They 
wrecked their home and killed each other in their efforts 
to keep it all for themselves. We must not do the same 
thing.

MICHIGAN BEAN SOUP — Michigan bean soup is 
served every day in the U.S. Senate dining room. The 
soup itself has become quite a tourist attraction. 

Several “oft repeated legends” are cited as the reason. 
Sen. Fred Thomas DuBois of Idaho, as chairman of the 
committee supervising the senate restaurant, is said to 
have forced through a resolution requiring Michigan 
bcan soup to be served cach day because he liked it. Or 
Sen, Knute Nelson of Minnesota is credited by others 
with the same deed. Both happened back in 1903 or so. 

“In any event,” as the Senate restaurant menus notes, 
“Senators and their guests are always assured of ahearty, 
nourishing dish; they know they can rely upon its delight- 
fut flavor and cpicurean qualities.” 
~ Here's The Famous Senate Restaurant Bean Soup 
Recipe: 

“Take 2 pounds of small Michigan Navy Beans, wash 
and run through hot water, Then take one and one-half 
pounds of Smoked Ham Hocks, boil slowly approxi- 
mately 3 hours in covered pot. Braise one onion chopped 
ina little butter, and, when light brown, put in Bean Soup. 
Season with salt and pepper, then serve. Do not add salt 
until ready to serve (eight persons).” 

The recipe is quoted directly from the Senate restaurant 
menu, 

Price is $1.40 per bowl, with a tureen costing 40 cents 
more. That's cheaper than most soup offerings in other 
Washington restaurants, 

Of course, on a recent trip to the Capitol, I tried it, 
Good, but a bit salty for my taste.

during evening hours. He predicted kids fishing at the Gray- 
ling bridge at midnight with bait will take home some good

Skip Madsen, from Skip’s Sport Shop on M-72 West, said he 
thinks fishermen will have an excellent opening day.

Keeping Healthy 


Prevent Exposure 
to Pesticides 

Since many pesticides can 
be absorbed through the 
eyes, goggles or a face shield 
should be worn anytime there 
isa chance of pesticide expo- 
sure tothe eyes. 

The following suggestions 
are offered to increase the 
benefits of wearing protec- 
tive clothing when mixing or 
applying pesticides: 

— Wear trousers outside 
of boots to keep pesticides 
from getting inside the boots. 

— Have sleeves outside 

gloves to keep pesticides 
from dripping down the 
sleeves into the gloves, which 
should be long enough to 
protect wrists. However, 
sleeves should be inside gloves 
if pesticides are being applied 
overhead, 

—Avoid hats with cloth or 
leather sweatbands because 
it is hard to remove pesti- 
cides from these type ma- 
terials. 

~-Wear clean clothes daily. 
Do not store or wash pesti- 
cide-contaminated clothing 
with the family laundry, 

—If a concentrated or high- 
ly toxic pesticide wets cloth- 
ing, destroy it because the 
pesticide cannot be removed 
with normal laundering meth- 
ods,

Crawford To Head 23-County 


Groundwater Education Program 


Thanks to a $416,300 grant 
from the W.K. Kellogg Foun- 
dation of Baitle Creek, north- 
er Michigan residents, young 
and old alike, are going to 
have an opportunity to learn 
more about groundwater eth- 
ics. 

The three-year grant will 
enable 23 northem Michigan 
and Upper Peninsula Coop- 
erative Extension Service 
(CES) offices to offer ground- 
water training designed to de- 
velopan attitude of awareness 
and appreciation that every 
type of pollution, no matter 
how large or small, is a poten- 
tial threat to Michigan’s water 
supply. Crawford County ,ad- 
ministrator of the project, has 
received $121,100 to fund the 


first year of operation. 

County extension director 
Roy Spangler, explained that 
whether a person isusing weed 
killers on their lawns, or im- 
properly disposing of used oil 
from their car by pouring iton 
the ground, these chemicals 
can all wind up in their drink- 
ing water. 


“Raising water quality 
awareness is the focus of the 
groundwater training work- 
shops for present and future 
community leaders,” said Dr. 
Christine Stephens, assistant 
to the director of Michigan 
State University CES. 

The workshops will be of- 
fered to 15 to 20 adults and 4- 
H youths, Spangler said the 


youths would be somewhere 
between 14 and 17 years old. 
The workshop graduates will 
then form county teams to pass 
on the facts andenvironmental 
understanding they have ac- 
quired to other community 
groups.

County Enters 
Fire Season 


Although May is the worst month for fires in Crawford 
County, April usually signals the start of the forest fire 
season. 

Last year more than 8,000 wildfires bumed 13,600 
acres in Michigan. Fighty percent of those fires were 
caused by human carelessness, with backyard debris 
burning of trash, brush, and Icaves the number one cause. 
The fires cost more than $3.25 million to suppress. 

The Grayling DNR field office is issuing pemnits for 
buming brush and leaves. (Call 348-6371.) Building 
materials, treated lumber, and other trash can not be 
burned and must be disposed at a landfill, 


While much of the nation celebrated Earth Day on April 22, 
Camp Grayling units of the Michigan National Guard chose a 
practical way lo honor Mother arth.
